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Ranger Station. Telephone connections are found 
at different places in the Big Smoky and South 
Boise-region. 

It will be found that good fishing is the rule in 
almost all streams of any size on the Forest. Game 
birds are well distributed and easily found, bear 
are fairly plentiful in the wilder parts, but so wary 
that they are difficult to see, and goats find ideal 
range in the mountain meadows high among the 
rocks. 

Forest officers are always willing to give you all 
the assistance possible to make your trip on the 
Forest enjoyable. Cooperate with them by using 
- the utmost care’ with fire and by leaving your 
camping places in @ sanitary condition.

(a Eggs may be substituted for fresh meat in the 
ratio of 8 eggs for one pound of meat. 

(0) Fresh meat and cured meat may be inter- 
changed on the basis of 5 pounds of fresh meat for 
2 pounds of cured. . ‘ 

() Fresh fruit may be substituted for dried fruit 
in the ration of 5 pounds of fresh for 1 pound of 
dried. 

(@ Dried vegetables may be substituted for fresh 
yegetables in the ratio of 8 pounds of fresh for 1 
pound of dried. 
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() Fresh milk may be substituted for condensed 


in the ratio of 14 quarts of fresh milk for one can 
of condensed. 

The weight of a ration will average from 5 to 
§ pounds. The ordinary pack horse will carry 


about 150 pounds, and keep in good condition in 


traveling from 15 to 20 miles per day. 

The nights are always cool in the mountains so 
plenty of warm clothing and bedding should be 
taken. Waders are desirable if one is to do much 
fishing on the streams, The most killing trout fly 
is one containing some white, as the coachman or 
red ant. The bull or Dolly Varden trout of Salmon 
River prefer @ medium sized trolling spoon. 

Generally the redfish are found in the streams dur- 
ing the latter part of July and in August. The com- 
mon method of catching them is by grappling with 
a large hook attached to the end of a pole. 

FEDERAL LAWs, 
FIRE, 


‘An Act of Congress of March 4, 1909, provides: 
That whoever shall willfully set on fire, or cause to 
be set on fire, any timber, underbrush, or grass 
upon the public domain, or shall leave or suffer 
fire to burn unattended near any timber or other 
inflammable material, shall be fined not more than 
$5,000, or imprisoned not more than 2 years, or both. 

Whoever shall build a fire in or near any forest, 
timber, or other inflammable material upon the 
public domain or Indian Reservation shall, before 
leaving, totally extinguish the same; and whoever 
shall fail to do so shall be fined not more than 
$1,000, or be imprisoned not more than 1 year, or 
both. 

PROPERTY. 


Tearing down, mutilating, or destroying Forest 
Service notices or signs within a National Forest 
and the unauthorized appropriation, damage, or 
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destruction of property of the United States con- 
stitutes trespass, which may be punished by @ fine 
of not more than $500, or 1 year’s imprisonment, 
or both. 

PUBLIO HEALTH. 

The following acts are prohibited: Having oF 
leaving in an exposed or insanitary condition on 
National Forest lands camp refuse or débris of any 
description, or depositing on National Forest lands 
or being or going theron and depositing it in the 
streams, lakes, or other waters within or bordering 
upon the National Forests any substances which 
pollute or are liable to cause pollution of the said 
streams, lakes, or waters, 


BIRD, 


All migratory game and insectivorous birds are 
protected by Federal as well as State law. 

The migratory game birds are: 

All waterfowl, including brant, wild ducks, geese, 
and swan. 

All cranes, including little brown, sandbill, and 
whooping cranes. 

All rails, including coots, gallinules, and sora. 

All shore birds, including avoctes, curlew, dow: 
itchers, godwits, knots, oyster catchers, phalaropes’ 
plover, sandpipers, snipe, stilts, surf birds, turn. 
stones, willet, woodcock, and yellow legs 

All pigeons, including doves and wild pigeons. 

A closed season is provided for until September 1, 
1918, on the following of the above-named game 
birds. Band-tailed pigeons, little brown, sand hill, 
and whooping cranes, swans, curlew, and all shore 
birds except the black-breasted and golden plover, 
Wilson or Jack snipe, woodcock, and greater and 
lesser yellow legs. 

All other migratory game birds may be taken in 
Idaho, subject to the bag limits provided by the 
State law, between sunrise and sunset from Septem- 
per 1 to December 15. 
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Idaho at any season: 
Bobolinks, catbirds, chickadees, euckoos, flicker, 


fly catchers, grosbeaks, humming birds, kinglets: 


Martins, meadow larks, night hawks or bull bats, 
Quthatches, orioles, robins, shrikes, swallows, swifts, 
tanagers, titmice, thrushes, vireos, warblers, wax- 
Wings, whippoorwills, woodpeckers, and wrens, and 
all other perching birds which feed entirely or 
chiefly on insects. 


STATE LAWS. 
FIRE, 


The statutes of the State provide that any person 
who shall willfully or carelessly set on fire, any 
timber or prairie lands in this State, thereby de- 
Stroying any timber, grass, or grain on such lands, 
or any person who shall build a campfire in any 
Woods, or on any prairie, and leave the same with- 
out totally extinguishing such, or any railway com- 
pany which shall permit any fire to spread from its 
Tight of way to the adjoining lands, is guilty of 
& misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than $300, or imprison- 
Ment in the county jail for not to exceed 6 months, 
or by both fine and imprisonment. 

It is unlawful to set out fire for the purpose of 
clearing land between June 1 and October 1, with- 
out a permit from a State fire warden. 

Persons who furnish information leading to the 
arrest and conviction of violators of the above acts 
are entitled to one-half the amount of fines imposed. 

GAME. 

Licenses must be had by all except female resi- 
dents of Idaho, children under 12 years of age, and 
Civil War veterans. Details of the State game laws 
to date are found on the back of your license. 











It is unlawful to kill any of the following named 
insectivorous migratory birds within the State of 
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SIX RULES 
FOR PREVENTION OF FIRES IN THE 
MOUNTAINS. 


1. MATCHES.—Be sure your match is out. 
Break it in two before you throw it away- 


2. TOBACCO.—Throw pipe ashes and cigat 
or cigarette stumps in the dust of the road 
and stamp or pinch out the fire before leav- 
ing them. Don’t throw them into brush, 
leaves, or needles. 


8. MAKING CAMP,—Build a small camp 
fire. Build it in the open, not against a tree 
or log or near brush. Scrape away the trash 
from all around it. 


4, LEAVING CAMP.—Never leave a camp 
fire, even for a short time, without quench- 
ing it with water or earth. 


5. BONFIRES.—Never build bonfires in 
windy weather or where there is the slight- 
est danger of their escaping from control. 
Don’t make them larger than you need. 


6. FIGHTING FIRES.—If you find a fire, 
try to put it out. If you can’t, get word of 
it to the nearest U.S. forest ranger or State 
fire warden at once. Keep in touch with the
